THOUGH DESCRIBED as memoirs 
by his publishers, Lord Shinwell’s 
book is rather an outline of 70 
In the politica! and trade 
union history of Britain. One 
misses here the intimate view that 
expects to find in memoira, ex- 
pectally those of so positive a cha- 
tacter as Manny Shinwell; instead 
we have an elder statesman (now 
in his ninetieth year) looking back 
from a distance at some of the 
great crises of the century, and 
finally reflecting on how Britain 
(whether under Conservatives or La- 
bour) “stumbled from one crisis to 
another.” 

Occasionally, however, he does stop 
to give us a close-up of a paricu- 
lar point in his story, as though 
he not only “lived through it’ but 
was also present himself. The re-

“Climate is a mixture of threa 
elements: barometric pressure, pre- 
cipitation and temperature, and 
they have their ups end downs, 
explains the professor. “In 1650 
there was little rain in Israel, but 
at the end of the century, there 
was much more, For the past 50 
years or 20, the average amount 
of rainfall has been decreasing: 


changes that determine climate. He 
gays he does not like to prophesy, 
and he refuses to aay whether this 
winter will be ἃ very wet one or 
not, "I like to see what has hap- 
pened and then learn from that 
information.” 


One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of climate study is finding 
out how all parta of the world 
are inter-connected. “The year 1934 
was the peak of the ‘Dust Bowl 
in western United States. At the 
game time, droughts plagued the 
Middle Wast and much ice melted 
at both the North and South Poles.” 

Because of the Interaction of 
climate .throughout the world, Prof, 
Ashbel thinka that scientists must 
be careful when they try to affect 
the weather. ‘In the zarly ‘50s in 
the U.S., 2 private individual tried 
to seed tthe clouds to bring rain,” 
recalls the professor, “and he was 
sued for damages by someone who 
was affected by the experiment else-
